Rest, filed on April 19, 2002. 

Inventorship 

In view of the papers filed December 2, 2003, it has been found that this 
nonprovisional application, as filed, through error and without deceptive intent, 
improperly set forth the inventorship, and accordingly, this application has been 
corrected in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(a). The inventorship of this application has 
been changed by making William J. Brown the sole or first inventor in place of Diane 
Renee Murray. 

The application will be forwarded to the Office of Initial Patent Examination 
(OIPE) for issuance of a corrected filing receipt, and correction of the file jacket and 
PTO PALM data to reflect the inventorship as corrected. 

Claim Objections 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claim 1-6 been renumbered claims 2-7. Applicant's cancellation of 
claims A-H has been noted, however, the previous number given to the original filing of 
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the claims was number 1 and tlius, claim 1 has been canceled and claims 2-7 are 
pending. 

Response to Amendment 

The substitute specification filed on December 2, 2003 has been entered, 
however, the claims submitted on December 2, 2003 are duplicates on the claims 
addressed on the Final Office Action dated August 27, 2003 and thus have not been 
entered. The examiner maintains the rejections of claims 2-7 under 35 U.S.C. 112 2"'' 
paragraph, 35 U.S.C. 102(b), and 35 U.S.C. 103(a), respectively.
